1 . Claims 1-4 and 6-30, now renumbered 1-29, are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: No prior art of 
record teaches converting memory access instructions in a source code into 
intermediary standard formatted memory access instructions; generating a plurality of 
memory access partitions containing corresponding subsets of the intermediary 
standard formatted memory access instructions, with the plurality of memory access 
partitions directed to specific memory banks; identifying matching instructions based on 
comparisons of pre-defined instruction patterns to the intermediary standard formatted 
memory access instructions in the plurality of memory access partitions; and 
transforming the identified matching instructions to vector memory access instructions.
